United States Consul General Gowdy 
recently received a letter from an 
American girl, say ing th at sh e was 
locked up in a provincial jail with out 
any ch arge' h aving been made aerainst 
h er. 
Th e consul general sent a repre­ 
sentative to th e jail and secured th e 
girl’s release and return to P^ris. 
He 
th en cabled to h er parents residing at 
Decatur, 
G a., requesting funds for 
h er return to America. 
Th e girl re- 
Jated a sensational story . 
Sh e claimed 
to h ave been abducted by an Ameri­ 
can seeking to marry h er and said sh e 
accompanied h im on an automobile 
tour, was locked up in a room in a 
country h otel, escaped and attempted 
to walk across th e country , but w*as 
arrested as a wanderer by th e French 
auth orities. 
Inquiries 
made by Mr. Gowdy ’s 
representative, establish ed th e correct­ 
ness of h er detention at th e provincial 
jail, but th e story of h er abduction, 
was not verified, ex cept by h er state­ 
ment, wh ich h as been reduced to an 
affidavit before h e consul. 
Th e names 
of th e parties 
are w ith h eld, as no 
legal steps h ave been taken against 
th e alleged abductor and owing to th e 
doubtful ch aracter of some of th e ac­ 
cusations.

Indianapolis, May 12.—Th e supreme 
court h as affirmed one of th e th ree 
"apportionment eases,” by wh ich th e 
act of 1903, apportioning th e state into 
districts for th e election of state sen­ 
ators and 
representatives was h eld 
unconstitutional. 
Th e opinion of th e 
court does not even refer to th e act of 
119 7 . under wh ich th e Democrats h ave 
insisted th e election nex t fall sh all be 
h eld, but th e Ripley county case Is th e 
one decided, and in It th ere was a pe­ 
tition for a writ of mandate to compel 
th e election of members of th e general 
assembly to be h eld under th e ap­ 
portionment of 18 9 7 . 
By affirming th e 
decision of th e lower court in th is 
case, th e supreme court directs th at 
th e election of members of th e gen­ 
eral assembly nex t fall be made under 
th e act of 18 9 7 , and th is removes th e 
danger of h aving no constitutional act 
under wh ich to conduc th e election.

Electric Cu rrent Tu rned on Prem a­ 
tu rely Explodes Six Keg* of 
Powder. 


Carbondale, 111., May 12.—In an ex­ 
plosion at the shaft of the Big Mu ddy 
Coal and Iron company in Kerrin, five 
men were killed ou tright, five seriou sly 
inju red and twenty others slightly in­ 
ju red. 
The dead are: 
John Miller, 
Dick Reins, Fritz Seibu rg, Evan Wil­ 
liams, Thomas Green. 
Fatally Inju r­ 
ed: 
John Swofferd, Frank Lazpnia, 
Angelo Scaronla. 
The disaster was one of the most 
seriou s in the history of the coal in­ 
du stry in this section for many years. 
Six kegs of powder had been placed 
in the mine du ring the time interven­ 
ing between the night and day shifts, 
for distribu tion to the men in the 
morning, John Miller, a driver, had 
charge of the distribu tion of the ex­ 
plosives. 
Ten minu tes after Miller w a s su p­ 
posed to have accomplished his task, 
the electric cu rrent which ru ns the 
machinery was tu rned on and the ex­ 
plosion followed. 
It is su pposed that 
throu gh some mistake the cu rrent was 
•witched on before 
M i l le r had d i s t r i b­ 
u ted the powder. 
Preparations were hu rriedly made 
by the men on top to learn the fate 
of their forty or more companions be­ 
low. 
On reaching the passageway 
they were met by a frightfu l sight. 
The body of Miller, the driver, was lit­ 
erally torn to pieces. 
Evan Williams 
was fou nd only a short distance from 
Miller, and fou r of those whose inju r­ 
ies may prove fatal were fou nd in the 
same vicinity. The three others killed 
were farther from the pit and not so 
badly disfigu red. 
The inju red men 
were fou nd in all parts of the mine. 
The dead and inju red were taken to 
the top as rapidly as possible, the dead 
to an improvised morgu e and tho in­ 
ju red to their homes or boarding­ 
hou ses. 
The coroner’s inqu est is be­ 
ing held in Kerrin today.
